As a result of these storms Britain will have to 
depend upon shipments from other countries for 
food supplies in the coming year.

Disregarding 
the moral aspects of the problem, however, it must be admitted that we can 
hope for neither economic stability nor permanent peace when people in any 
part of the world are without food.

LONDON.—The Evening Standard 
said that if the British apple crop 
fulfills expectations this year it may 
be possible to do without apple im¬ 
ports from Canada. 

If Canadian imports were banned 
it would save nearly £3,000,000 ($12,- 
000,000), The Standard said. It added 
that this time last year arrangements 
for buying the 1946 crop were well 
advanced but that this year no action 
has been taken on the 1947 crop. 


WINNIPEG.—Blue and lesser snow 
geese paused on Manitoba lakes and 
rivers this spring on their flights 
northward—the first time they have 
done so since R.C.A.F. gunnery and 
bombing schools became active four 
years ago. 

After the establishment of the 
R.C.A.F. schools, particularly at Mac¬ 
donald, the geese rested in the Da¬ 
kotas and Iowa and then flew non¬ 
stop to Hudson Bay. Last year there 
was a small flight through Alberta, 
the first such recorded. 

With war-time flying activities 
ceased, naturalists are hoping the 
geese will resume their normal route.

This Motor Coach 
Really Luxurious 


Recipe 

Add 1 envelope Royal Fast Ris¬ 
ing Dry Yeast and 1 teaspoon 
sugar to cup lukewarm 
water, stir and let stand 10 
minutes. ScaM »/ 2 cup milk, add 
3 tablespoons shortening, 
curt sugar and VS teaspoon salt; 
cool to lukewarm. Add 1 cup 
sifted flour to make a batter. 
Add yeast mixture and 1 beaten 
egg. H(t-at well. Add 2 VS cups 
sifted flour, or enough to make 
a soft dough. Knead lightly; 
place in greased bowl. Cover; 
set in warm place, free from 
draft. Let rise until doubled in 
bulk, about 2 hours. Roll out 
dough to W thickness and 
place in greased shallow pan. 
Let rise in warm place, free 
from draft, until light, about 
1VS hours. Prick top with fork 
and brush with 3 tablespoons 
melted shortening. Cream 3 
tablespoons butter or shorten¬ 
ing, add 3 tablespoons sugar 
gradually, mixing well.

CARAMEL CUSTARD PIE 

VS recipe Pie Crust 
i /2 cup sugar, caramelized 
3 cups milk, scalded 
3 eggs, slightly beaten 
teaspoon salt 
6 tablespoons sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
Line a deep 9 -inch pie plate with 
pastry rolled V* inch thick, allowing 
pastry to extend 1 inch beyond edge.
